SON  of  Sir  John  Gladstone,  Bart,  of  Fasque,  Scotland,  an  eminent 
Liverpool  merchant;  born  at  Liverpool,  29  December,  1809;  eclueated 
at  Eton,  and  Oxford,  where  he  was  a  "  double-first ;  "  entered  Parliament  in 
the  Conservative  interest  as  M.P.  for  Newark,  1832  ;  Lord  of  the  Treasury  in 
Sir  Robert  Peel's  Ministry,  1834  ;  Under  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies, 
1835  ;  Vice-President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  Privy  Councillor,  1841  ; 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  1843-5;  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies, 
1846;  returned  for  the  University  of  Oxford  at  the  General  Election,  1847, 
and  continued  to  represent  that  constituency  until  1865;  finally  separated 
himself  from  the  Conservative  party  in  1852;  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
in  Lord  Aberdeen's  Administration,  1852-5  ;  again  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
under  Lord  Palmerston,  1859-65;  defeated  at  Oxford  at  the  General 
Election,  1865,  but  returned  for  South  Lancashire  ;  on  the  death  of  Lord 
Palmerston,  in  1865,  continued  in  office  as  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  under 
Earl  Russell,  and  became  Leader  of  the  House  of  Commons;  introduced 
the  Government  Reform  Bill,  1866,  which  being  defeated  in  Committee,  the 
Russell  Ministry  resigned  ;  at  the  General  Election  in  1868  defeated  in 
Lancashire,  but  returned  for  Greenwich,  which  Borough  he  still  represents  ; 
became  Prime  Minister  on  the  resignation  of  the  Disraeli  Ministry  in  December, 


1868  ;  during-  his  five  years'  administration,  carried  (amongst  other  measures) 
the  Irish  Church  Disestablishment  and  Land  Acts,  the  Elementary  Education 
Act,  the  Abolition  of  Purchase  in  the  Army,  and  the  Ballot  Act  ;  on  the 
rejection  of  the  University  Education  (Ireland)  Bill  in  1873,  resigned  office,  but 
resumed  it  on  Mr.  Disraeli  declining  to  undertake  to  form  an  administration  ; 
in  August  of  the  same  year,  when  great  changes  were  made  in  his  Cabinet, 
Mr.  Gladstone  became  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  as  well  as  First  Lord  of 
the  Treasury  ;  in  the  beginning  of  1874,  shortly  before  the  meeting  of  Parlia- 
ment, he  announced  an  immediate  dissolution  ;  the  General  Election  which 
followed  being  unfavourable  to  the  Liberal  Party,  he  at  once  resigned  office  ; 
withdrew  from  the  leadership  of  his  Party  in  1875,  but  has  continued  to 
deliver  his  opinions  on  great  public  questions  both  in  and  out  of  Parliament. 

Early  in  his  career  Mr.  Gladstone  published  "  The  State  in  its  Relations 
with  the  Church,"  and  subsequently  "  Church  Principles  considered  in  their 
Results;"  he  visited  Naples  in  1850,  and  the  following  year  issued  a  vigorous 
and  indignant  appeal  on  behalf  of  a  large  number  of  Neapolitan  political 
prisoners  ;  he  is  also  the  author  of  works  on  Homer  and  Homeric  studies, 
and  the  writer  of  various  pamphlets  and  articles  on  political,  ecclesiastical,  and 
religious  topics.
